It will be necessary also 
to provide against depriving the trees of nil nourishment ns Is the onso in 
many instances where streets are asphalted. 
The concrete bn?e is laid solid- 


ly over the roots of the trees or worse still the roots nre cut off so that 
there is no opportunity for the trees to draw tho necessary 
moisture and 


nourishment from the earth. The result must be decay. 


Another practice Injurious to trees is that of nailing slats on the outside 


for protection. The wire netting or open boxwork Is tho best form of pro- 
tection, but both are expensive and unless the commission be provided with 
a special appropriation It con Fcarcrly provide either. 
It is not strictly 


allowable to spend the money appropriated for parks in caring for the "trees 
along the streets, It bus been customary to appropriate a certain sum annu- 
ally for the use of Ihe city forester but no such 
appropriation has been 


made this year. It remains therefore for tho city council either to make an 
appropriation for the care of the trrop. or clso to authorize tho pnrk com- 
mission to spend a portion nf Its appropriation for parks for the care of the 
trees.

tho bonds and had. through its officials 
offered to purchase them for a price 
exceeding $3,300,000; but that he. Dr. 
Webb, did not desire to sell to tho New 
York Central and Hudson River rail- 
road company, because certain of 
its 


directors were related to him by mar- 
riage, and might be criticized if they 
purchased directly from him, while if 
they 
purchased 
the bonds from a 


stranger, neither they nor he would be 
subject to criticism, 


"I nm informer! and believe," con-

Hard Task of the War Correspondents at the Front 


HOSE who comfortably j 


read each duy the dis- j 
patches from the seat 
of war in the far east 
realize little of 
the 


difficulties, 
expense 


and actual danger en- 
countered in gather- 


ing the news or the labor required in 
placing II before the public. What with 
the censorship in Japan and in Russia, 
the absence of telegraph facilities, the 
high cable rales—ranging all the way 
from 40 cents to over a dollar per word 
^the difference of language, the lack of 
knowledge and appreciation among ori- 
entals of the character and require- 
ments of western newspapers and tho 
immense war area to be covered, the 
obstacles to be overcome are well nigh 
insurmountable. 
The popular idea of 


the war correspondent is that his duty 
consists in watching battles from some 
safe retreat, interviewing generals and 
racing with other news gatherers to the 
nearest telegraph office. When it SK re- 
alized I hat he must be not only a train- 
ed newspaper man, but a master of mil- 
itary tactics, that he must undergo even 
more dangers than the soldiers on the 
firing line and that he must exercise 
the utmost ingenuity in getting his mes- 
sages transmitted the difficulties oC his 
position present themselves In a new 
light. 


Foremost among the news gathering 


agencies which are reporting the war 
between Russia and Japan stands the 
Associated Press. As an illustration of 
the elaborate preparations necessary to 
cover a struggle o£ this magnitude the 
story of the campaign inaugurated by 
the men at the head of this organiza- 
tion is of intense interest. Jn its way it 
is almost as noteworthy an undertak- 
ing as the planning- of a campaign by 
the general of an army. Satisfied long 
before the outbreak of actual hostili- 
ties that war was inevitable, Melville 
£. Stone, general manager of the Asso- 
ciated Press, began the work of organ- 
ization. 
For thai purpose lie went to 


Russia and was received in personal 
audience by the czar. He gave assur- 
ance that the Associated Press would 
be perfectly unbiased in its reports and, 
further, that it would give out no ad- 
vnnce plans of campaign on either Hide 
thnt would be of advantage to the one- 
i:iy. In return the czar abolished the 
censorship on dispatches going abroad 
and ordered dispatches to the Russian 
government reporting the progress of 
the war turned over to the Associated 
Press. In addition, JJr. Stone secured 
the promise that the Associated Press 
dispatches would take precedence over 
nil other messages except official com- 
munications. Having gained these con- 
cessions, lie then set to work to per- 
fect arrangements for covering the war 
from the Russian end, with the result 
that no service was ever more com- 
pletely organized, In spite of the very 
great obstacles to be overcome. All 
this occurred before the outbreak of 
hostilities. On his return from St. Pe- 
tersburg Mr. Stone visited Paris to still 
further complete the service and went 
to London on the same mission. 
In 


the meantime war was declared. While 
in London he was successful in an un- 
dertaking that will prove a material 
help not only to the Associated Pr£ss, 
but to all agencies gathering news m 
tho far cast. 
This was nothing less 


than arranging for the sending of dis- 
patches from Chinese and Japanese ca- 
ble stations by way of San Francisco 
instead of by the roundabout Loiidi 
circuit, UK was formerly done. By the 
London route there are at least twen- 
ty-live relay stations. Hy the Pacific 
cable three-fourths of these are cut

The original liomo of those picturesque 
warriors was around tho Don, in tho 
Caucasus and near liio southern end of 
the Ural mountains. Tliry are mostly 
of Slav extraction, though with some 
Polish nnd a trace of Tartar blood. 
They havo more freedom ihnn most of 
the Rn.sHlnn peasantry for the reason 
that the II fo of the Cossack is almosl 
wholly military. The government gives 
him a piece of land, from which he se- 
cures suniciont crops to meet the sim- 
ple wants of himself and his family, 
and no more. Thus only a few little 
patches of the land aro tilled, the re- 
mainder being used for grazing. 
He 


usually lives in a little village of log 
huts, but his instincts aro unsettled nnd 
nomadic. Like all wild and primitive 
peoples, he is a (Icnmcrnt. and 
will 


stand little restraint. His chief Is cull- 
ed n hetm.'iii, and since he came under 
Russian dominion the cv.arowit/ Is the 
suprome hot mnn of

Ing the news or the labor required in 
placing it before the public. What with 
the censorship In Japan and in Russia, 
the; absence of telegraph facilities, the 
lilgh cable rates—ranging all the way 
from 40 cents to over a dollar por word 
—the difference of language, the lack of 
knowledge, and appreciation among ori- 
entals of the character and require- 
ments of western newspapers and the 
immense war area to be covered, the 
obstacles to bi1 overcome arc well nigh 
Insurmountable.. 
The popular idea of 


the war correspondent is thut his duty 
consists in watching battles from some 
safe retreat, interviewing {,'e.nernl.s and 
Hieing with other news gatherers to the 
nearest telegraph office. When il is re- 
alized that he must he not only a train- 
ed newspaper man, but a master of mil- 
itary tactics, that he must undergo even 
more dangers than the snldlcrs on the. 
firing line and that he must e.xernlse 
the utmost ingenuity in getting his mes- 
sages transmitted the difficulties of hln 
position presenL themselves In a new 
light. 


Foremost among the news gathering 


agencies which aro reporting the war 
between Russia and Japan stands the 
Associated Press. As an illustration of 
the elaborate preparations necessary to 
cover a struggle of this magnitude the 
story of the campaign inaugurated by 
the men at tlu: head of this organiza- 
tion is of intense interest. In its way ft 
IB almost as noteworthy an undertak- 
ing as the planning of a campaign by 
the general of an army. 
Satisfied long 


before the outbreak of actual hostili- 
ties that war was inevitable, Melville 
E. Stone, general manager u£ the Asso- 
ciated Press, began the work of organ- 
ization. For that purpose lie went to 
Russia and was received in personal 
audience by the cxar. He gave assur- 
ance that the Associated Press would 
be perfectly unbiased in its reports and, 
further, that it would pivo out no ad- 
vance plnn.M of campaign on either side 
that would be of advanlag. 1 to the ene- 
my. In return Ihe czar abolished the 
censorship on dispatches going abroad 
and ordered dispatches to the Russian 
government reporting the progress of 
the war turned over to the Associated 
Preps. Jn addition. Jlr. Stone secured 
the promise that the Associated Press 
dispatches would take precedence over 
all other messages except official com- 
munications. Having gained these con- 
cessions, lie then set to work lo per- 
fect arrangements for eovi'ring the war 
from the HiiNsIuii end, with the result 
that no service was ever more com- 
pletely organized, in spite of the very 
great obstacles to be overcome. 
All 


this occurred before the outbreak of 
hostilities. On his return from St. Pe- 
tersburg Mr. Stone visited Paris to still 
further complete the service and went 
to London on the same mission. 
In 


the meantime war wa.s declare:!. While 
in London he was successful In an un- 
dertaking that will prove a material 
help nut only to the Associated Press, 
but to all agencies Matln.-ring news in 
the far cast. 
This \v;is nothing less 


than arranging for the sending of dis- 
patches from Chinese and Japanese ca- 
ble stations by way of San Francisco 
instead nt' by the roundabout London 
ciivuit, as was formerly done. Hy the 
London route there nre at Irast twen- 
ty-live reiny stations.

PARK COMMISSION AND THK TREES. 


The trees along our streets have been placed In charge of 
the park 


commission but no appropriation 1ms been made with which to put the trees 
in proper condition. 


To start with the task will entail considerable labor. In tho first place 


it will be necessary to take an inventory of the trees designating their loca- 
tion, name and condition on a large map of the city. Next It will be neces- 
sary to remove nil the trees that show symptoms of decoy. 
After that It 


will be Incumbent on the commission to provide guards to protect the trees 
from Injury by horses' teetli or by wagon wheels. It will be necessary also 
to provide against depriving the trees of all nourishment as Is the case in 
many instances where streets are asphalted. The i-oncrcle base Is laid solid- 
ly over the roots of the trees or worse Hllll the mots are cut off 
so that 


there Is no opportunity for the trees lo draw tlie necessary 
moisture 
and 


nourishment from the earth. The result must be decay. 


Another practice Injurious to trees is that of nailing slats on the outside 


for protection. 
The wire netting or open boxwork is the best form of pro- 


tection, but both are expensive and unless the commission be provided with 
a special appropriation. It can scarcely provide either. 
It is not 
strictly 


allowable to spend the money appropriated for parks In caring for the trees 
along the streets. It has been customary to appropriate n certain sum annu- 
ally for the use of the city forester but no such 
appropriation has 
been 


made this year. It remains therefore tor the city council cither to make an 
appropriation for the care of the trees, or else to authorize the park com- 
mission to spend a portion of its appropriation for parks for the care of the 
trees. 


WHEN WOMEN'S CLOTHING

Is merely fanned until It envelops the woman's entire body. wh»roas if she 
had dropped promptly to the ground tlie :lan-.es from her skirts would rise 
»t right angles to her body. Instead of burning her logs ami body and rising 
nround her head so that she cannot escape breathing tin- (lames, which in 
itself Is fatal. 


Tty rolling over and over nnd holding the skirls as t i g h t l y 
as 
possible 


between the legs, a woman can save her own life even \\ilhoul water. Hut 
if there Is nny wnter nt hand the best plan is to roll lu it. All this may 
neem simple nnd some people 
may think It silly, but let it be remembered 


thnt three or four lives a year are lost In this city from Iho 
'..iirnlng of 


women through their clothing catching lire while they are performing their 
household duties. 


Unless the necessity of following directions of this kind be impressed upon 


n woman's mind, she will not think of it when the o.nc rgonoy occurs ami 
nn a result may lose her life when by Judicious action she might save her- 
self.

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Hard Task of the War Correspondents at the Front 


HOSE who comfortably 


read each day the dis- 
patches from the scat 
of war In the far east 
realize little of the 
difficulties, 
expense 


and actual danger en- 
countered In gather- 


ing the news or the labor required in 
placing it before the public. What with 
the censorship in Japan and in Russia, 
the absence of telegraph facilities, the 
high cable rates—ranging all the way 
from 40 cents to over a dollar por word 
—the difference of language, the lack of 
knowledge and appreciation among ori- 
entals of the character and require- 
ments of western newspapers and the 
immense war area to be covered, the 
obstacles to be overcome are well nigh 
insurmountable. 
The popular idea o£ 


the war correspondent is that his duty 
consists in watching battles from some 
safe retreat, interviewing generals and 
racing with other news gatherers to the 
nearest telegraph office. When it is re-> 
alined that he must be not only a train- 
ed newspaper man, but a master of mil- 
itary tactics, that he must undergo even 
more dangers than the soldiers on the 
firing line and that he must exercise 
the utmost ingenuity In getting his mes- 
sages transmitted the difficulties of his 
position present themselves in a new 
light. 


Foremost among the news gathering 


agencies which are reporting the war 
between Russia and Japan stands the 
Associated Press. As an illustration of 
the elaborate preparations necessary to 
cover a struggle of this magnitude the 
etory of the campaign inaugurated by 
the men at the head of this organisa- 
tion is of intense interest. In its way it 
is almost as noteworthy an undertak- 
ing as the planning o"f a campaign by 
the general of an army. Satisfied long 
before ihe outbreak of actual hostili- 
ties that war was inevitable, Melville 
E. Stone, general manager of the Asso- 
ciated Press, began the work of organ- 
ization. For that purpose he went to 
Russia and was received in personal 
audience by the czar. He gave assur- 
ance that the Associated Press would 
be perfectly unbiased in its reports and, 
further, that it would give out no ad- 
vance plans of campaign on either side 
that would be of advantage (o the ene- 
my. ]n return Inn czar abolished the 
censorship on dispatches going abroad 
and ordered dispatches to the Russian 
government reporting the progress of 
the war turned over lo Hie Associated 
Press. In addition, Mr. Stone secured 
the promise that the Associated Press 
dispatches would take precedence over 
all other messages except official com- 
munications. Having gained these con- 
cessions, he then set lo work to per- 
fect arrangement for covering the war 
from the Russian end, with the result 
that no service was ever more com- 
pletely organized, in spite of the very 
great obstacles to be overcome. 
Ail 


this occurred before the outbreak of 
hostilities. On his return from St. Pe- 
tersburg Mr, Stone visited Paris to Btill 
further complete the service and went 
to London on the same mission. 
In 


the meantime war was declared. While 
in London he was successful in an un- 
dertaking that will prove a material 
help not only to the Associated Press, 
but tt> all agencies gathering news in 
the far east. This was nothing less 
than arranging for the sending of dis- 
patches from Chinese and Japanese ca- 
ble stations by way of San Frnncisco 
instead of by the roundabout London 
circuit, us was formerly clono. By the 
London route there are at least twen- 
ty-five relay stations. 
By the Pacific 


cable three-fourths of these are cut 


off. The new arrangement assures the 
receipt of news by American newspa- 
pers before It is received by those In 
England. 


Because'of his thorough familiarity 


with the Hubject the views of Mr. Stone 
as expressed shortly ufter his return 
home are especially interesting. 
"The 


news of this war 
will be received 


through Russian channels," he said. 
"This is because'of the strict, censor- 
ship established by Japan. At the time 
of the Chine-Japanese war the Japs 
were innocent, receiving the foreign 
correspondents 
with open arms and 


talking freely of the plans of the war. 
As a result, China knew almost every 
contemplated step in advance of its ex- 
ecution. 
The Tokyo war department 


has adopted a different policy in the 
present ulruggle. 
While treating the 


newspaper men with every courtesy, 
absolutely no advance news Is given 
out and little of any sort. The corre- 
spondents are not permitted to go to 
the front, and for that reason the re-

Wild Riding Cossacks, the Czar's Hope In the Far East 


HE Russo-Japanese war 


is 
peculiar 
in one 


phase—a nation with 
practically no cavalry 
is opposed to one that 
lias the best cavalry 
on earth. 
AH who 


have studied tho army of Japan admit 
the superiority of its infantry und ar- 
tillery; but the Jap scarcely knows the 
use of the horse either in war or in 
peace. Russia, on the other hand, own? 
one-sixth of the horses of the earth. 
Every moujik is a rldor. ajoreovcr, the 
Russian cavalry in the far east is com- 
posed almost wholly of Cossacks, the 
best riders in the world, with the possi- 
ble exception of tlie American cowboy. 
On these half savage centaurs the Slav 
empire places its chief reliance. If it 
wins, to them will be due the victory. 
If it loses, the result will prove the con- 
tention of those military experts who 
claim that modern wars must be decid- 
ed by Infantry and artillery. 
For this 


reason the strategists of the world are 
watching the conflict with heightened 
interest. 
^ 


The Cossack is not only a rider, but 


a fighter. That is his trade. He is the 
boundary keeper of the Russian em- 
pire. He is in evidence along the fron- 
tier all the way from Finland to Man- 
churia, lie holds the half assimilated 
peoples In check. He is a terror to Finn, 
to Pole, to Turk, to Mongol and lo Mant- 
choo brigand. He comes from a peo- 
ple whose women gouge out the eyes of 
any of their men folk who show the 
yellow streak of cowardice. 
When he 


was christened he had a sword placed 
In his hand ag a symbol of his career. 
When he was three years old he was 
placed on a horse. He Is a simple 
hearted child of nature who slices off 
his enemy's ear for a ransom, and just 
M cheerfully did lie cut off the heads of 
his victims until he found them too 
cumbersome lo carry. He tights with 
epettr, with gun or with saber. He 
•hoots Kilting backward, standing In 
his saddle or hiding behind his horse. 
Every(hIns he does la at full Riillop. 
He picks up articles from the ground as 
he sweeps past them and as a regular 
part of lilH drill does feats that would 
make a circus rider look tame. Ho 
emltH terrifying yells with his moulli 
full of consonants. Ho Is of tlio choer- 
ful sort that rips up his foe with n 
•milt* «r would Just nn blnndly rcrolvo 
tho ripping aft R!VP U. Ho IH as hennl- 
•d and hnlry an a viking, us merciless 
AM a Tartar and n« hnnly ns an Amer- 
ican frontiersman. 
HlH fnrc In fre- 


quently scarred by conflict nnd always' 


bronzed by exposure. He is essentially 
a barbarian and would be more at 
home In the first century than in the 
twentieth. But he is the strength of 
Russia. He won for her the war with 
Turkey, he wort) out Napoleon's re- 
treating veterans, and he won Siberia 
and Turkestan for the czar. In fact, 
he Is about the only Slav soldier that 
ever has gained victories. It remains 
to be seen what he can do against the 


i well* trained artillery and infantry of 
! thy Jap. 
If ho falls there it is safe to 


.say that Russia's day in the far east 
Is ended. 


Kozaku, the Slav word from which 


Cossack is derive*I, menus a robber, 
clearly indicating- the brigand origin of 
the present mainstay of "hQly Russia." 
The original home of these picturesque 
warriors was around ihe Dim, in the 
Caucasus and near tho southern end of 
the Ural mountains. They are mostly 
of Slav extraction, though with some 
Polish and a trace of Tartar blood. 
They have more freedom than most of 
the Russian peasantry for the reason 
that the lift; oC the Cossack is almost 
wholly military. The- government gives 
him a piece of land, from which he se- 
cures sufficient crops to meet the sim- 
ple wants of himself and his family, 
and no more. Tims only a few llltle 
patches of Ihe land are tilled, the re- 
mainder being used for grazing. 
He 


usually lives in a little village of log 
huts, but hi.s instincts are unsettled and 
nomadic. Like all wild and primitive 
peoples, he is a democrat, and will 
stand little restraint. His chief is call- 
ed a hotman, und since he came under 
UusslaU dominion the czarowltz is the 
supreme hot man of all the Cossack 
tribes. 


The Cossnck has jilnycd a part in 


Slav history from the beginning of the 
empire's existence, Bomotimos for the 
bear und sometimes nguinst.

Yermak, a Don Cossack, who began 
the conquest of Siberia In IJiSt. after- 
ward turning over all tho vast territory 
he overran to Ivan the Terrible.

HOW 
FREDERICK STOPPED A 


DUEL. 


The tenacity with which German sol- 


diers adhere to the practice of dueling 
UB a custom of the service is surprising 
In view of tho strenuous attempts 
iiuulp at various times to'suppress It. 
Tho present emperor of Germany es- 
tablished the court of honor to restrict 
dueling within as narrow limits as pos- 
sible, but this court appears to have ac- 
complished little. Frederick the Great 
of Prussia was a bitter opponent of 
dueling, nnd he found a means of sup- 
pressing It. Finding that the practice 
was increasing in his army, Frederick 
Issued an order directing the summary 
punishment of any officer engaging 
In a duel without his consent. 
Soon 


after consent was asked by an officer 
of rank and graciously granted on con- 
dition that his majesty should bft noti- 
fied of the time and place of meetlnj. 
When the belligerents arrived on the 
ground they found the emperor there 
before them and seated near a newly* 
erected gibbet. 
When the challenger 


asked the meaning of this he was eji- 
pwerod, "It means, sir. that I intend te 
witness your battle until one of you 
hns killed the other, nnd then I will 
hung ihe survivor." That duel was off 
at once.
